POOD  TO  YUGOSLAVIA 
Hao  AVERTED  FAMINE 


"U.  S.  food  has  averted, 
famine  in  drought  ridden 
Yugoslavia, 11  states  John  J- 
Haggerty,  American  agricul*- 
tural  attache  at  Belgrade. 

The  mere  announcement 
that  11  throughout  the  land, 
the  U.S.  had  promised  aid," 
accomplished  a primary  ob- 
jective and  has  "confirmed 
the  sense  of  security  up 
to  the  present  time  when 
supplies  are  visibly  ade- 
quate," the  attache  said. 

Haggerty  said  more  than 
500,000  tons  of  U.S.  food 
and  food  are  pouring  into 
Yugoslavia  in  a steady 
stream. 


Marshall  Plan  aid 
bo  Greece  has  strength- 
ened that  nation  to  a 
position  where  it  is  now 
an  important  ally  in  the 
strategic  Mediterranean, 

Dr.  Bayard  Dodge,  former 
president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Univeristy ' at  Bey- 
routh, Lebanon,  said  in 
Dallas . 

Dr.  Dodge  said  Mar- 
shall aid  to  Greece  to- 
taled $376,000,000  as 
of  June  30 1 1950*  In 
addition,  the  Export- 
Inport  Bank  loans  to 
Greece  totaled  approxi- 
mately $25, 000, i 000. 

The  American  funds 
were  used  mainly  to  buy 
food  for  the  people  of 
the  war  ravaged  nation. 
However,  some  money  was 
used  to  rebuild  harbors, 
air  fields,  highways, 
bridges,  tunnels,  fac- 
tories, railroads  and 
public  health  centers. 

"For  every  dollar 
we  spent  in  Greece,  the 
Greeks  added  about  three 
dollars.  You  might  say 
our  help  was  priming  ' 
the  pump,"  Dr.  Dodge 
said. 

"The  result  of  these 
expenditures  was  that 
Communist  inroads  in 
Greece  have  been  stopped. 
There  are  Communists  in 
Greece,"  he  added,  "but 
their  influence  has  been • 
neutralized." 

Dr.  Dodge  is  consider- 
ed an  outstanding  authori- 
ty on  Middle  East  affairs 
He  served  as  president  of 
the  Lebanon  University  25 
years  retiring  in  19^9*

BUTTER  IS  AGAIN 
PRICE  SUPPORTED 

The  government  last 
month  went  back  to  buy- 
ing butter  to  hold  up 
the  market  price. 

The  surplus  of  about 
200,000,000  lbs.  of 
butter  left  from  1949 
and  1950  output  has  been 
sold  by  the  Department . 
of  Agriculture  to  meet 
consumer  demands. 

The  Department  re- 
ports that  the  present 
rate  of  butter  produc- 
tion is  substantially 
lower  than  a year  ago. 

Por  that  reason  the 
government  expects  to 
buy  considerably  less 
than  the  123,000,000 
lbs.  bought  during  the 
heavy  production  sea- 
son last  yea'r. 

Butterfat  will  be 
supported  at  67.6  cents 
a lb.,  which  will  make 
more  than  a lb. of  butter 


APPLES  — THE  AMERICAN  DISH 


Apples  should  be  served  each  day  in  keeping  with  the 
American  tradition.  Remember  the  old  adage — "An  apple 
a day  keepsthe  doctor  away?" 

Breakfast:  fry  apples  by  themselves  or  with  bacon  or 
sausage. 

Lunch:  serve  a Waldorf  salad — or  combine  them  with 
cabbage.  They  are  delicious  spiced.  Scallop  them  alone 
or  with  sweet  potatoes  or  cabbage. 

Dinner:  use  them  in  stuffing  for  the  main  course.  Or, 
make  an  apple  pie,  apple  float,  Dutch  apple  cake,  dump- 
lings, upside  down  cake,  or  Indian  apple  pudding. 


Brush  raw  apple  rings  with  lemon  juice  to  prevent  dark- 
ening and  spread  with  any  of  the  following  for  pleasing 
appetizers — cream  cheese  moistened  with  milk;  peanut  but- 
ter and  grated  carrots  or  grated  cheese  blended  with  a 
little  mayonnaise.  Sprinkle  with  paprika  or  nineed  pars- 
ley and  use  as  a garnish  for  meats.

NEEDING  TO  BE  DEVELOPED 

Wallace  J enkins , Farmer , 
801  Pemberton  Hill  Road, 
Dallas,  in  a recent  letter 
for  publication  states: 
"California  farmers  are 
plowing  up  fine  orchards, 
vineyards  and  berry  and 
vegetable  fields,  and 
turning  the  land  to  cot- 
ton. Rental  of  $100  an 
acre  per  year  is  being 
paid  to  grow  cotton. 

"Texas  farmers  know 
tho  prize  cotton  land  of 
the  nation  is  in  Texas, 
equal  and  superior  to  any 
California  land.  Rich 
river  bottom  land  in 
Texas  produces  more  than 
anything  in  California 
and  without  irrigation. 

"On  a production  basis 
and  by  ■California  values, 
Texas  has-  ton  million 
acres  of  river  bottom 
land  worth  $1,000  an  acre, 
since  it  will  yield  a bale 
to  the  acre  without 'ferti- 
lizer, worth  on  today's 
market  more  than  $200  a 
bale,  not  to  mention  the 
seed  and  other  crops 
grown  in  connection  with 
cotton. 

"But  before  this 
"white  gold"  of  the  rich 
valleys  can  be  mined,  tho 
land  has  got  to  be  re- 
claimed and  protected 
from  the  annual  floods 
that  lay  it  in  waste.  The 
rivers  must  be  straight- 
ened, deepened  and  clean- 
ed out,  and  the  land  made 
ready  for  farming,  which 
is  not  being  done  now. 

"When  will  a sane,  prac- 
tical program  be  launched 
to  develop  and  work  these 
vast  gold  mines  running 
through  Texas?"
